Wrestler Gains Three Falls

Last evening before a crowd of 
more than three hundred boxing and 
wrestling fans at Sic. Anne's Military 
Hospital' the BiW. & F. put on a 
sparkling exhibition of the art of fist- 
icuffs and holds. Although a major- 
ity of the bouts were at catch weights 
there was no lagging and plenty of ac- 
tion characterized all the bouts, espec- 
ially the boxing. In the wrestling 
contests no falls were scored but 
every hold known in the art was dem- 
onstrated during the evening. In his 
boxing bout Brewer was in danger of 
being disqualified for kicking Marshall 
when his back was turned.

Mud Puppies Suspected of 
Cannibalistic Tendencies 



ALSO "MARMADUKE" 



Specimens in Biological Bid? 
Have Queer Habits 



Among the many interesting denizens 
of the Riological Building are the can- 
nibalistic "Mud Puppies," a brace of 
voracious "Bull Fins," and last but not 
least, "Marmaduke," the poisonous tar- 
antula. 

"Marmadiike." put the fear of death 
into a Greek grocer some two months 
ago when he. hopped out of a crate of 
bananas and proceeded to tear around 
the store. Fortunately, lie did no harm, 
was captured, and has lived in a glass 
case in the Biological Building ever 
since, feeding on choice bits of liver 
and an occasional fly. 

"Marmaduke" is a repulsive looking 
creature with a small round hairy body 
and ten legs or creepers, that make his 
total diameter about three inches. The 
two curved fangs by wlu'ch he is able 
to bite and poison people are small and 
difficult to see without the aid of a mi- 
croscope. "Marmaduke" is what is 
known as a "Trap Door" tarantula. 
This species of tarantula build their 
nests on the top of a hill, but the pecu- 
liar fact about it is that they cover the 
exit with a little hinged door that closes 
after them when they go out. When 
alarmed, they scuttle inside, grasp two 
small hooks on the inside of this door, 
and it is really quite difficult to open it 
them. They have a trick of suddenly 
relinquishing their grasp on the door, 
and when the pursuer lopks into the nest 
no tarantula is to be seen. What they 
really do is to drop into a little niche 
near the door, and time and again, they 
"get away with it." 

The "Mud Puppies" arc kept in a 
small aquarium, and whether they are 
cannibals or not, depends on the de- 
ductive powers of the reader. 

A few days ago there were live 
of the little lizard-like fellows, bin 
yesterday, caTcful search revealed only- 
four, and the largest one of these was 
swollen and corpulent, and refused to 
even look at a most delicious bit of liver 
that was dajiglcd before lus very nose. 
The attendant declared he could feel 
the shape of a little "Mud Puppy" in 
the stomach of the big one, and he 
certainly looked as though he had 
gorged himself well but not wisely. 

A peculiar feature of these "Mud 
Puppies" flthe tops of whose heads 
look astonishingly like those of Boston 
Bull pups, when seen from above), is 
their external gills. These consist of 
three little feelers placed on cither side 
of their heads, the cuds of which are 
covered with a feathery substance giving 
litem the appearance of ostrich feathers. 
When the "Puppies" breathe, these 
"feathers" become stiff used with blood, 
turn beet red and arc rather pretty, as 
they wave gently back and forth through 
the water. 

The only story remaining to be told is 
tlwt of the "Bull Fin," who in a most 
ungentlemanly manner leaped from the 
water, seized the. tip of a lady's finger 
in his strong jaws, and refused to let 
go until he was. thrown wriggling, onto 
the floor- When returned to his little 
pond, lie was quite., sulky and refused 
to cat a tempting piece of liver, no mat- 
ter in how worm-like a way it was of- 
fered to him. The truth of the matter 
is that the lady in question pointed her 
linger at the "Bull Fin" in order to 
draw attention lo his eyes, which he is 
able to turn in his head at will. The. 
"Bull Fin" cocked an eye. upward and 
seeing the tip of something gleaming 
white in the light, niadc. a leap for it, 
and doubtless was as much surprised at 
his own success as were the others pres- 
ent. 

The Biological "menagerie" is an in- 
teresting one, and rumour has it that 
there is a "Guinea Pig Farm" sonre- 
whrre in ils precincts. But of this, 
more anon.

GENEVA UNIVERSITY 



Strangers passing through Geneva, 
Switzerland, on the 25th of January, 
would have been very much puzzled by 
the appearance of the streets of this 
"City of Nations." Bits of white sheet- 
ing hanging from many windows were 
waving in the mind, and down below 
teems of students from the University 
were merrily riding in motor cars or on 
horse-drawn trqeks, while rhany were 
democratically drawing or pushing 
hr>ndcarts of diverse dimensions. But 
no one coiild mistake them for pedlars, 
for they proudly wore the coloured caps 
of their fraternities, and blue bands on 
their sleeves bore the initials of the "Eu- 
ropean Student Relief- Association,"

And what a moun 
tain tlirv formed in "thé University 
basuncnt, and what -wofk .it entailed to 
open several thousand parcel's, "to -sort 
them and pack them' again for their- 
various destinations'. ' ' '." : 

It seemed as if, after ' clothing one 
thousand refugees à day duritig several 
months of the Great War, and suffering 
so acutely from trade arid tourist de- 
pression, little Switzerland would 1 have 
been the. last to have even an old shirt 
to give to any i>oorer than itself. But 
Geneva and .other Swiss cities have al- 
ways been ready to treat every human 
being as a brother.— B. B; •
